Penrose said there is no necessity to 
await the enactment of the tariff and 
tax re-vision mea^uies

senate will soon have the bill before 
it 


The bill is in substantially the same 


form as when first introduced. Elimi- 
nation of the time limit for the elec 
tion of a plan bv the veterans is the 
chief change 


No definite plan for raising the rev 


enue to meet the requirements'of the 
measure has been settled upon, ac 
cording to Penrose 


The plans included in the bill are- 
1—-"Adjusted service pay " $1 per 


day for each daj's service in the 
United States and $1 25 for each day's 
service abroad.

Attorney General Says Legisla- 


ture Cannot Delegate Pow- 


ers to Congress.

Madison—Tba Blame drv enforce- 


ment bill was held constitutional bv 
Attorney General William J Morgan 
in an opinion delivered to Assembly- 
man A. E. Matheson 


Replying to the question asked by 


Matheson as to whether the bill le- 
galizes the manufacture of home made 
wmo and home brew, the attorney 
general said. 


"Section thre-a of the bill does not 


permit or legalize anything 
It sim- 


ply prohibits the manufacture of li- 
quor for sale and fails to prohibit its 
manufacture for other purposes" 


The attorney 
general said if the 


bill was drawn with the idea of in- 
corporating in it automatically any 
amendments the federal government 
mad-a to the Volstead law, he doubted 
the validity of such proceedure 
The 


legislature, he held, could hardly dele- 
gate its powers to congress in this 
manner 
While the federal law is su- 


preme, the attorney said, the states 
were not required to make laws in 
conformance and could not do so with- 
out specific acts of the legislature 


If the federal government allowed 


search and seizure for liquor made 
in the home for home use and not 
for sale, before the state officials of 
Wisconsin could prosecute under the 
state for such an offense, an act of the 
legislature would be necessary, the at- 
torney general held. 


The state has a right to incorporate 


In its statutes any federal law but its 
legislature has no right to say any 
act of congress in the future auto- 
matically becomes a part of the state 
law, the opinion said. 


The bill now groes to the assembly 


for concurrence Administration lead 
ers there claim the home brew and 
home made wine feature of the bill 
will be restored when the bill is re- 
considered next week for engrossment. 


The Wisconsin Anti Saloon league 


offered but two amendments to the 
bill in the senate. One prevented doc 
tors from prescribing liquor to minors 
without the consent of parent or guar- 
dian

Appleton paid in taxes in the year 1920 
as its share of the highway tax $SS,127,

STATE APPROPRIATION 


It appears from a preliminary surrey 


that the legislature is to keep appropria- 
tions within the estimated revenues of 
the state for the next two years. In or- 
der to do this it has been necessary to re- 
duce or eliminate a number of extensive 
budgets, like the $3,000,000 building 
program of the University of "Wisconsin 
and the expansion of the state highway 
system. Without donbt the university is 
badly in need of enlarged facilities, new 
buildings, equipment, etc.. and its growth 
and service are unduly limited by the lack 
of these things, but we believe it., or rather 
"Wisconsin, can afford to wait another two 
years for the improvement*. 
This is 


still an abnormal period. 
"We are strug- 


gling under a lead of taxation that is re- 
tarding a restoration of national prosperi- 
ity. and congress does not seem disposed 
or able to relieve us of this burden as soon 
as we had hoped. It is not practicing 
economy and there is no immediate pros- 
pect that the heavy income and other tax- 
es will be materially modified. 


It is'important that while a situation of 


this kind continues we should be conserv- 
ative in our state policies touching public 
works and administrative expenditures. 
"Wr all want to see the great university 
at Madison expand, but if it is necessary 
in the interest of economic recuperation 
to postpone 
expansion for a couple of 


years we should make the sacrifice, realiz- 
ing the while that only out of sound and 
prosperous times can we give higher edu- 
cation the support ifc deserves and that 
the university will profit in the long run. 


In the matter of roads, it is to be hoped 


the legislature will find a special "way to 
provide funds for 
proceeding with the 


state highway program. This is essential 
to our material progress, and is the one 
public work out of which we reap benefits 
that are fundamental to all public under- 
takings and on which our ability to ad- 
vance the cause of education and govern- 
mental 
and social 
activities generally 


rests. TV> think the legislature is to be 
commended for its efforts at genuine econ- 
omy, otherwise we should have had notice- 
able increases in taxation the next two 
years. By limiting state expenditures to 
estimated receipts it has helped to sta- 
bilize conditions and to restore confidence 
in the future.

"While he has not as yet committed him- 
self one way or the other, news of the 
general's activities indicate that his re- 
port will not confirm the "Wilson recom- 
mendation.

policy in tha* quarter is of course prob- 
lematical, but the probability seems to be 
that he will favor, a firm rather than a 
lenient policy. 


We think it is generally agreed in this 


country that from a political and tacti- 
cal viewpoint, it is desirable to cut loose 
from the Phibppines as soon as possible. 
"We think it is demonstrated that they are 
a source of weakn-ess to us rather than an 
asset. In the event of trouble with Ja- 
pan they (would certainly be a costly pos- 
session. If we could hold them at all it 
•would be with great sacrifice, and pro- 
bably we could not hold them under any 
circumstance. 
They stand 
as a poten- 


tial liability, and of course we would not 
keep them beyond the time of their pre- 
paredness for self-government merely for 
their economic or commercial value. That 
would be a direct violation of both the 
letter and spirit of our promises to the 
Filipinos. 


If 
we 
consider 
American interests 


alone, the sooner we part with the Philip- 


Volstead act and no less. We think this is j 
the right view. The new bill permits the 
making of home brew indirectly by not 
prohibiting it. It is forbidden only in case 
it is made for sale. Possession of a still 
is considered evidence under the bill that 
liquor is being made for sale. Governor 
Elaine says this feature is drafted for the 
special purpose of hitting at moonshining. 
which he regards as one of the greatest 
evils and which he is determined to stamp 
out. 


The bill prohibits the searching of pri- 


vate dwellings, except where they are used 
for the sale of Liquor, and this unques- 
tionably is as far as the powers of inquisi- 
tion should go. The provisions governing 
prescriptions would presumably make no 
great change in this practice, which could 
hardly be worse under any law than it is 
at present. However, so long as federal 
administration permits the abuse of the 
prescription privilege there is no reason 
why Wisconsin should undertake to per- 
form a service in which the national gov- 
ernment is remiss. 
The administration 


bill is not an extreme measure, but is reas- 
onable and sensible, and this after all is 
the kind of enforcement of the constitu- 
tional amendment that will work out 
best in the long run. 
The attempts of 


the Anti-Saloon league to apply the law 
stringently and in some cases offensively 
are not calculated to secure ultimately the 
results they are looking for. 


While we believe the plain intent of the 


amendment should be carried out and en- 
forced literally and firmly, we do not be- 
lieve enforcement should extend beyond 
this. In recent months we have had fla- 
grant abuses of the small privileges which 
still exist under prohibition, and the en- 
forcing machinery has at times all but 
broken down. 
But this is 
a condition 


which Cannot continue indefinitely. 
We 


must have real enforcement of the prohi- 
bition amendment, and there should be 
no toleration of what are clearly viola- 
tions. But when we go beyond that and 
attempt 
to interfere 
with private life 


through obnoxious espionage we are go- 
ing too far. 
"W> think it is the purpose 


of the governor's bill to enforce prohibi- 
tion in good faith within the terms of the 
amendment and fpd^ral act, but not to go 
beyond further. 
Whether 
the precise 


wording of the bill operates in this re- 
spect we do not assume to say. bnt so far 
as the objects sought are concerned 
are along right lines.

United States, on the other hand, is 
professedly an attempt to make us all 
moral by preventing us from doing 
anything which the reformer considers 
immoral. 
The observance of Sunday 


is a minor part of the movement. The 
prohibition law is. of course, its great 
achievement. This has been followed, 
and to some extent accompanied, by a 
campaign against tobacco, which has 
materialized in the form of state legis- 
lation against cigaretes. There is also 
a movement to regulate the dress o£ 
women, which has produced some 
scathing 
denunciations 
from 
the 


clergy, some state legislation, and ef- 
forts on the part of high school su- 
perintendents to regulate the dress of 
girl pupils. 
More vigorous and successful is the 


effort to regulate the movies and the 
publication of books. 
Movie censor- 


ship is firmly established in several 
states and a determined effort is being 
made to spread it. Within the last 
year two books, said by our leading 
critics to be of considerable literary 
value, have been suppressed on the 
ground that they might not bo good 
for the morals of the young. 


Caio Would Understand. 


The Puritan fathers of New England 


would scarcely have understood such 
a 
comprehensive 
moral 
campaign 


without a primarily religious motive, 
but Cato. the censor, who lived in 
Rome a little over two thousand years 
ago, would have understood it perfect- 
ly. There were no movies then, but 
the Greek literature was invading 
Rome and Cato opposed it on the 
ground that it was immoral, just as 
the Society for the Suppression of Vice 
in New York now combats the inva- 
sion of this country by the European 
point of view. 
Cato was also a friend of the Op- 


pian law,- which regulated the dress 
of women, and which should interest 
the legislators of some of our western 
states. 
It provided that no woman 


should possess more than half an 
ounce of gold, or wear a dress of dif- 
ferent colors, or ride in a carriage in 
the city except at religious ceremonies. 
The women registered a terrific pro- 
test against this law, of which Livy 
gives an account. It almost amounted 
to a feminine revolution. The law was 
finally repealed alter being on the 
books for 20 years, with old Cato 
holding out against the repeal to the 
bitter end. 


The 
Orchian 
law, 
limiting the 


number of guests at entertainments 
and the Fannian law prescribing how 
much could be spent upon them were 
also favorites with Cato. The latter 
law provided that if a Roman citizen 
had friends to dinner, he could serve 
no fowl except a single hen, and that 
could not be fattened. 
The Didian law, extended these pro- 


visions all over Italy, and made the 
guests at a party just as guilty as the 
host in case they ate fat chicken. It 
was revived by Sulla, who added to it 
by limiting the amount, that could be 
spent on a funeral. While he was in 
power his wife died, and he buried her 
sumptuously, violating his own laws, 
and afterward he violated some more 
of them by giving lively parties at 
which he sought to forget his sorrow. 


Julius Caesar was also a reformer 


and enacted the same kind of laws. 
He went so far as to station his police- 
men in the markets to see that the 
housewives did not buy anything pro- 
hibited by law, and he also sent them 
to inspect private entertainments and 
to take off the table anything that was 
illegal. Thus the prohibitionists, who 
want laws allowing the enforcement 
agents to search private premises with- 
out warrants, have a most ancient 
and honorable precedent. 


Abundant Precedent. 


In fact, there is ancient precedent 


for regulating almost anything a man 
may do. The sumptuary laws survived 
into the middle ages and the regula- 
tion of dress, funerals, eating and 
drinking are all to be found there. In 
medieval Jajan this class of legisla- 
tion attained a wealth of detail never 
seen anywhere else. 
The amount a 


man could spend on a toy for his child 
was a matter of strict regulation. 


In Japan this complete subservience 


of the individual to the state is still 
seen, although the young Japanese are 
getting restless under it. 


It throve in Germany before the 


war, but in all of the other leading 
European nations it has practically 
disappeared. 


In ancient and medieval Europe, the 


state and the church, or other spiritual 
power, were one, or at least were close- 
ly allied. Thus it was inevitable that 
the spiritual powers should use tem- 
poral means to enforce their ideas of 
morality. 


The reformation knocked this idea 


out, 
but the reformers found other 


grounds upon which to urge sumptu- 
ary laws. Thus for a long time laws 
were enacted restricting luxury be- 
cause, it was argued, expenditure for 
luxury took money out of the country 
to buy foreign spices, silks and tho 
like. 
Again, many laws regulating 


dress were passed in order to preserve 
class distinctions. It was argued that 
you could scarcely tell the common 
people from their betters. 


Also, it must be remembered that in 


those days the idea of the freedom and 
dignity of the individual man had not 
been at all clearly conceived. The 
common man was scarcely considered 
an individual at all, but merely a part 
of the state and of the church, and 
obedience was his highest virtue. The 
idea of individual liberty seems to 
have sprung up during the Renais- 
sance. This idea steadily grew, and 
during the last two centuries it has 
borne fruit in a series of political up- 
heavals, which have upset thrones and 
created new nations, all founded upon 
the theory that men should be free 
and that human individuality is the 
final object of civilization. It was this 
spirit which gave birth to our own na- 
tion and which animated 
George 


Washington and Patrick Henry. There 
is no finer expression of this spirit 
in its political aspects than that found 
in Patrick Henry's bill of rights and 
in his famous oration defending it. 


It is strange that in America today 


it is not the spirit of Patrick Henry 
but that of Cato, the Roman censor, 
which walks abroad.

HY was Viscountess Furness, -wife 
of one of England's greatest sh.p- 
ping and railroad magnates, buried 


at sea? 


For some weeks this has been a'tnystery 


•which has excited keen interest in society 
and the general public in England. Owing 
to the bereaved and distressed condition of 
Lord Furness it has hitherto been impos- 
sible to obtain any satisfactory explana- 
tion of the occurrence. 


A brief telegraphic announcement was 


recently made in London that Lady Pur- 
ness had died on board Lord Furness's 
steam yacht, the Sapphire, one Of the 
greatest and most magnificent yachts 
afloat, and that her body had been commit- 
ted to the' ocean near the port of 
Cadiz, in' Spain. 
She died the 


day before her 
ocean burial; 


An exceedingly brief statement 


was given Out that it had been 
intended 
after 
her" ladyi*hip's 


death to convey her body to Eng- 
land for burial, but this had been 
found to be impossible. The fam- 
ily possesses a splendid mauso- 
leum at Gran'tley, in Yorkshire, 
and it was there that the burial 
would 
ordinarily 
have 
taken 


place. 


But why was it impossible to 


take the body to England for 
bjurial? Of course, everybody un- 
derstands that there are painful and dis- 
agreeable 
duties connected 
with 
the 


transport of a dead body. But It was 
hard to understand how these could have 
prevented the master of uncounted mil- 
lions, with a great private yacht at his dis- 
posal, from giving his beloved wife a fit- 
ting Christian Iburial In mother earth. 


There are few human sentiments strong-, 


er than the desire to know that a love<l 
one, who has passed away, Is resting in. a 
familiarv spot, where the surviving mem- 
bers of the family can pay the customary 
tributes of respect and affection. 
From 


the dawn of human history man has cher- 
ished and preserved th'e burial places of 
his family. 
Even the poorest persons 


cling desperately to the idea of a perma- 
nent and fittine burial place for their dead. 


How cruel then must nave-been the sen- 


sations of the great multi-millionaire, Lord ' 
Furness, when he saw his beloved wife 
committed to the' cruel, shifting sea, 
thrown into a vast moving cemetery, 
where her last resting place could never 
be identified and where he could never pay 
the last tributes customary at an earth- 
made grave! 


How came he to foe In such a predica- 


ment? During the voyage on which Lady 
Furness died the yacht had never been 
more than two days' steaming from some 
large port. How could it have happened 
that the millionaire owner, the captain and 
crew and the doctor found no alternative 
but to cast the body to the waves? 


The explanation has at last been re- 


ceived in a letter from a'friend of the de- 
• 


ceased Lady Furness at Cannes. 
This 


proves that a most unusual and unhappy 
combination of circumstances led to this 
strangely tragic burial. 
Lady Furness, who was quite a young 


woman, became seriously ill about a year 
following the end of the war. Her illness 
Is said to have been largely due to her 
excessive exertions during the war. She 
•Is said to have been the most energetic 
Red Cross worker in England. 
; She was before marriage Miss Daisy 
Hogg, and was a great heiress, being the

(laughter of G. J. H. Hogg, one of Eng- 
land's great steel manufacturers. Her hus- 
band, Lord Furness, was perhaps the larg- 
est ship owner in England. He was raised 
from the rank of "Baron" to that of "Vis- 
count" during the war. A few years ago he 
sold his interests in' the Furness and Other 
snipping lines for $30,000,000, but he re- 
tained immense railroad and oil properties. 
The Furnesses recently bought Sunderland 
House, the London residence of the Duch- 
ess of Marlborough, which the Duchess 
found too large for her use. 


Lady Furness's illness necessitated a 


grave surgical operation last December. 
Her condition was critical and her recov- 
ery was very slow, owing to her long pre- 
vious illness, but toward the end of Feb- 
ruary her medical adviser thought that she 
was well enough to leave the sanitarium. 


It was then decided that she should 


take a trip to the south of France in order 
that the sunny and health-giving climate 
of the Mediterranean might hasten her 
complete recovery. 
Lord Furness had 


taken his yacht Sapphire to the Mediter- 
ranean in advance in order to look for a 
villa.that would suit his convalescent wife. 


He then returned to England with the 


yacht, joined her at Brighton, where she 
had been recuperating, and escorted her 
back to the - Sapphire at Southampton. 
She was accompanied by her doctor and 
trained nurses, but by only a few friends 
on account of her weakened condition. 


The voyage began under the happiest 


and most favorable conditions. Steaming 
at the moderate speed of fourteen miles 
an hour the yacht passed down the Eng- 
lish Channel, turned Cape TJshant and 
entered the Bay of Biscay on the second 
day. ' 


Within thirty hours she had passed the 


latitude of Bordeaux. It was then that the 
tragic features of the voyage began. It is 
well known that the Bay of Biscay is the 
roughest stretch of water in the world. 
The prevailing westerly winds of the At- 
lantic send a continuous succession of tr<?- 
mendous rollers Jnto this rock-bound bay 
en Europe's western shores. The inrush 


and the back wash of these rollers, 
complicated with the currents of 
many large rivers, create a violently 
choppy sea that ihas made even old 
sailors sick. 


When the Sapphire was more than 


half way across the bay she ran into 
one of the storms for which these 
waters are noted. Lady Furness, as 
might have been expected, then be- 
came seriously seasick. 
The yacht 


was _then more than half way be- 
tween England and the quiet, sunny 
waters of the Mediterranean, and 
Lord Furness and his advisers de- 
cided that it was best to Keep on. 


The 
suffering noblewoman was 


kept in bed and great efforts were 
made by her medical adviser and 
nurses to relieve her sickness, but 
without 
much 
success. 
Violent 


retching occurred continuously, caus- 
ing cruel agony and exhaustion. 
Champagne and other stimulants 
were given and ice was applied ex- 
ternally to stop the retching, but 
without effect. 


The dreaded climax occurred when 


the yacht was passing Cape Finis- 
tore, the ,-northeastern corner of 
Spain, where the Bay of Biscay 
opens 
into 
the 
Atlantic Ocean. 


When off this point Lady Furness 
suffered a severe internal hemor- 
rhage. Her old wound had evidently 
broken open. It was then clear that 
she had been Ill-advised to attempt 
the journey, but It was too late to 
turn back. Even to return into the 
•clroppy, storm tossed waters of the Bay of 
Biscay and seek a French port would have 
been worse'than keeping on. 


The storm continued. Efforts to stop 


the hemorrhage were unavailing on the 
storm-tossed ship and Lady Furness sank 
rapidly. 
Shortly before the Sapphire 


reached the vicinity of the Portuguese 
port of Oporto, about 600 miles from the 
nearest English port, Lady Furness passedx 
away. This was early in the morning of 
February 28.

"The crew of the yacht were piped on deck and 
as the Captain finished reading the burial service 
the remains of Lady Furness were slowly lowered 
over the side and the weighted sack disappeared 
in the «ea. Lord Furness, with bared head, walked 


silently to his stateroom." 


The body was rever- 


ently wrapped in a new 
canvas, and around this 
was placed a blue en- 
sign, the British naval 
reserve flag, which is 
flown by the Sapphire. 


Just before sundown, 


the entire crew, with 
the exception of the 
man at the wheel, was 
piped on deck by the 
boatswain. 
There be- 


ing no clergyman on. 
board, the captain of the 
vessel read the burial 
service in accordance 
with the British rules 
of 
the 
sea. 
Lord 


Furnesss obtained tha 
Lord Furness's Estate in the North of England. 


The Yacht Was Severely Buffeted by the 
Rough Sea in the Bay of Biscay, Where 
Lady Fumes* Had a Relapse and Died at 
the Point A off the Coast of Portugal 
Early in the Morning. 
The Yacht Wa« 


Then About 600 Miles from England and 
It Was Decided to Push on to Gibraltar, 
475 Miles Away, the Nearest .British Port. 
The Burial Took Place at*the Point B off 


the Port of Cadiz. 


It would have been possible to send the 


body ashore at Oporto for embalming and 
transshipment to England, and the advis- 
ability of doing this was debated on the 
ship. Lord Furness declared that ho de- 
sired, if possible,, that the remains should 
be entrusted to a British undertaker, who 
would care for them as he wished and at- 
tend to their transfer to England. 


The captain and the doctor, held a con- 


sultation and assured Lord Furness that it 
would be possible to make Gibraltar, a dls-

tance of 475 miles, before the natural dis- 
solution of her ladyship's remains reduced 
them to a condition in which the under- 
taker could not handle them. 


The captain pushed the Sapphire on at 


her highest speed. On the morning of the 
next day, twenty-four hours after Lady 
Furness's death, the reckonings showed 
that he was off the Spanish port of Cadiz. 
After a ship rounds Cape St. Vincent, the 
southwestern corner of Portugal, there is 
ordinarily a great increase of temperature. 
Cadiz lies in this hot zone. 


At this point it was reported that the 


remains of the deceased noblewoman were 
showing the effects of the heat In an alarm- 
ing manner, despite the efforts to protect 
them with ice. Meanwhile the ship was 
running on at high speed. 


Lord Furness then began to question 


whether it might not be better to turn back 
and enter Cadiz in order to obtain the ser- 
vices of a Spanish embalmer. The cap- 
tain got out his dividers and calculated the 
yacht's exact position on the chart. 


He measured off the distance in miles to 


Cadiz, which now lay on his port quarter, 
and also to the British port of Gibraltar. 
He found that notanore than two or three 
hours more time would be required to 
reach the British port, where everybody 
felt more skilful attention could be secured 
for her ladyship's remains. The yacht was 
then, speeded up to her almost capacity. 


But late In the afternoon, when they 


came to renew the refrigeration, it became 
apparent that decomposition was proceed- 
ing so rapidly that iLwas hopeless to try 
to take the body into Gibraltar in a state 
in which it could receive attention from 
the embalmer. 
Lord Furness considered his problem 


with agonized expression. Finally he in- 
formed the captain that he had decided 
with profound sorrow that there was no 
alternative but to bury Her Ladyship la 
the waters of the Atlantic Ocean. 


Church of England prayer book from the 
yacht's library. The service read was tha 
regular ritual for the burial of the dead, 
but the prayer which contains the words 
"earth to earth, ashes to ashes, dust to 
dust" was omitted, and the special prayer 
prescribed for those who die at sea was 
substituted. 
~ 


The ship's engines were stopped and all 


heads bared as the captain read the Im- 
pressive ritual. 


"I am the resurrection and the life, saltft 


the Lord: he that believeth in me, thouga 
he were dead, yet. shall he live: and who- 
soever liveth and believeth In me, shall 
never die. 


"We brought nothing Into this world, 


and it Is certain we can carry nothing out. 
The Lord gave, and the Lord hath taken 
away; blessed be the name of the Lord." 


Finally he came to the very touching 


words prescribed for burial at sea: 


"We therefore commit her body to the 


deep, looking for the general resurrection 
in the last day, and the life of the world 
to come, through our Lord Jesus Christ; 
at whose second'coming in glorious maj- 
esty to judge the world, the s^t shall give 
up her dead; and the corruptible bodies of 
those who sleep in him shall be changed, 
and made like unto his glorious body; ac- 
cording to the mighty working whereby 
he is able to subdue all things unto him- 
self." 
Lord Furness paced the deck with bared 


head and gazed for the last time at his 
wife's body. 
As the captain concluded the solemn 


ritual Lady Furness's flag-wrapped body 
was gently lowered into the sea. 


The British consul at Cadiz was notified 


of the death by wireless and the yacht 
steamed on past Gibraltar into the Medi- 
terranean and stopped at Cannes, where 
Lady Furness's young son and daughter 
were expecting her.
